The province of Kwangtung is the mart of

we may maintain our national standing, Iu the 
provines of Kwangtong. a system of our own 
coinage is specially necessary, a8 tho ourrenot 
here consists principally of old and mutilat 


yonte to Pokieg, in payments of Customs du 
and Likin, and tothe dally trade of the people, 
‘Whon the mintage operations have commenced, 
it shall be the duty of the authorities concerned 
to submit rample of the naw dollar ta the in- 
spaotion of His Majasty, and the sum of ono 
million dollars--shall be strack off. at the 
first experiment, If these re found to 
gain rapid cireulation, moro shall be minted.

vast to be hidden, and doubly formidable.on that 
‘very acoaunt: ‘This wonld be reasonable were 
the might of the Rassiau Erapire real instead of 
being only apparent. But in faot what Rassia 
is now trying 40 hard toconcoal isnot horatrangth, 
but her wonknoss, She is doing hor bast to im- 
poss upon distant spactators+-and to all appaar- 
anos not nnsuconssfnlly—by an imposing parade 
nf mighty preparations for. a war whioh she is 
virtually incapable of carrying ou.

Meanwhile Austria, unconsciously making 
ood the caloulations of the modern Machiavelli, 
has ‘been impeding Rmssie’s advance at avery 
tura, In 1953 the waarch of the Russian Army, 
nnder Gonoral -Aurap, into Lesser Wallachia, 
was formidsbly hampered by the doubtful atti- 
tude of the Anserian troops along the frontior 
of Tranaylranis., Iu 1854 Austria’s unfriendly 
tone compelled Bassia to keop a lavga forse under 
arms amid the deadly swamps of Poland during 
tho heat of Sammer, thoreby losing thousands of 
mon without over seeing the faco of an. enemy. 

1855, just at.tho crisis of the Crimean War, 
Austria was barely restrained from openly joining
